Interviewer: ^HB?you recently returned from Havana after 
being held 9 days by CASTRO * s.. Government forces. Why were 
you incarcerated in the first place? 

HHfli Well, no reason was given except for the fact that 
anyone who walked into A|HHHVhouse about the ninth 



of August had to be held. 

Interviewer: Well, first why did you go to Havana? 



I went to Havana because I had learned through tips 



that a counterr evolution was brewing and that 



was the leader of it and I had talked to a person in Miami 
who was a friend and^HHVhad sent word for 

me to come over so that I could photograph it and do news 
reports . 

Interviewer: In our ensuing talk I know the name ofi 

is going to come up quite often. *!ho isi 
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«ho served in Jappua hut most of his military- 
service was spent in jail. in 1953 after running 

guns into Cuba to CASTRO force!, joined with 
in opening up the second front of Escambray . ^HH^trained 
the troops in Escambray and he and^HHP actual ^y were the 
ones to spring FIDEL CASTRO* s forces loose so tbat they 
defeated BATISTA. It is not well known but for several days 
FIDEL CASTRO sent 8111 Army to figh 

and^JHHPT when^l^mi and began their activities in 

Escambray. Later they joined together and BATISTA was defeated. 
Interviewer: Just what is your direct connection with 

Why would he send for you? 

I know a friend of his 'who had arranged wlth^imf 
to actually do work with the Cuban exiles to overthrow the 
CASTRO forces. A friend of mine put me in with his friend 
telling him that I would like to take motion pictures and 
do news reports on the counterrevolution when it took place. 
Psent back word that that would be fine with him. He 


bic. 
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sent me his telephone number in Havana and said that he 
would notify me to come to Havana two days before the counter- 
revolution was to take place. I was notified. I flew to 
Havana on Saturday, the 8th of August, and according to 
instructions, checked into the Capri Hotel. Sunday I had 
been told to call^PHHH house. 1 did. An English speaking 
man answered the phone and asked me who I was. I told him. 

He asked me where I came from. I said where I came from. 


that I was a photographer and that I wished to take pictures ^ 


He said come over at 4 o’clock. In the 
accompaniment of a Cuban singing star whom I had met in New 
York, ^mmmUPWe drove over to£mp|^ house where 
once we entered it we were not allowed to leave. It was full 
of Secret Service men and conspirators who they had captured. 
Interviewer: Was any reason given for your arrest? 



No reason whatsoever was given. 

Interviewer: Well what happened from there on in? 

HBV I was interrogated by teams of men and women as to 
the purpose of my coming to his house and at that particular 
time. himself was not there. 1 did not know whether 

the people who were interrogating me were jm^BIpeople or 
CASTRO’S people or whether they were working together. At 
times they hinted that^mi^was in jail. Not wishing to 


hie 


fle 
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to betray a man whom I didn’t even know, all I said was 
that I was there to take his picture. They kept asking 
me why I had called this phone number, how I had gotten the 
number. I said all you had to do was call Information. They 
said that's impossible. I said I’ll bet you $100 you can. 
They did not take me up on the bet. That evening, Sunday, 
August 9th, I was once again brought into the interrogation 
room. All the men left. There were three women present. 


Rather four women. who appeared worried and 

who is expecting a baby. One of the female interrogators 
I had seen before , wl:10 in civilian 

life or when she is not working as an agent, is am anesthesiologist, 
and two other women, whom I didn’t know but later found out 
one and the was 

the secretary to FIDEL CASTRO. In an innocuous 




I said, do you work for the government? She would say no. 
Then she would ask me another question. Why did you bring 
your paratrooper hoots? I said whenever I go to a country 
I may get out in the hills I always bring boots with me on 
a trip. Then she kept going around in circles. I asked 
if I could tape record the conversation and with that they 
ended the interrogation. They wouldn't allow me to do it. 
Interviewer: Were you mistreated in any way? 

Not other than being detained and having one argument 
with W who is one of the big guns for CASTRO in 

his Secret Service, at when he was abusing 
my recorder trying to work it. I told him I'd show him how 
but he grabbed it away from me and I grabbed it back and all 
the boys looked as if some trouble would happen. We were 
not abused, in fact we were treated fine. But after that 
when we were take^ to Libertad Military Headquarters it's 
a different story. Now I'm saying we. The following Tuesday 
'United Press came to the house and she too was 
held. We were told on the following day, Wednesday, that 
we would be taken over to Libertad Military Headquarters 
that night to see CAMILQ CIENFUEGOS, who was a friend 4RKF 
He is also the head of the CASTRO Array. In the 
meantime, on Tuesday, for the first time a representative 
of the American Government showed up at the house, a man 
by the name of the Embassy. 
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Interviewer: How many days after you had been held prisoner? 

I was held Sunday, Monday, Tuesday, it was the third 
day. He didn't know I was there or so he claimed. Now 
we never saw a member of the Consulate or the Embassy again 
until the following Friday when a man by the name 
walked in and his first words to me were, I understand you 
are giving these people a very difficult time. I said, 
sir, why don’t you ask them why they're giving us a difficult 
time. This man eventually asked what he could do for us. 

I asked for a pair of shorts since I had a minimum of equipment 
with me and they had taken away most of it, and also for 
some medical advice with regard to a severe sinus condition.

I in Libertad Military Headquarters Saturday 
said, oh, they’re going to let you out, and lie said, 
we’ve got nothing against you but they think that 4MPworks 
for the Dominican Republic, which by the way is an absurdity, IQ 
and that we were told they would let us out that night. They 
didn't. Eventually at one o'clock in the morning on Tuesday 
they let us go, but the real difficult part of the story 
actually took place from Wednesday night on in the intelligence 
offices and in the places that we were kept in Libertad Military 
Headquarters. They heaped abuse upon us for being Americans, 
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for being members of the press. 

mH BHHBBBF started pushing me with his guards around.

American Embassy and they were denying us any rights, privileges 
and so forth, I told them that we were going to use the 
phone, mm a nd I started walking towards the phone with 
(flHHIfB^who is an American pilot they also held prisoner, 
and who had come up en&t of a general place of detention with 
us when we revolted at the conditions there. Now we started 
walking in this office, which was in the Inspector General’s 
office, and about midnight, towards the phone. They called 
25 guards, officers and men to come up. They formed a semi- 
circle about us and one member of the intelligence, an 
interrogator, stood there and they started yelling at us, 
you cannot use the phones, we'll fire at you if you come 
forward. We walked forward. When I was about a foot from 
the nearest guard two shots rang out. They fired at ouflL 
feet, one went past.cmy left leg and one bit the marble of 



the floor so that it chewed up and it scratched leg. 
They then moved in and said, we’ll separate them, and she 
grabbed hold, tfflftgrabbed hold of my arm, a guard grabbed 



hold of another arm and they started to come in on me. I 
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pushed away a few of them. In the meantime they grabbed 
d^HUBTand they beat the hell out of him. They knocked 
him to the ground, they rabbit punched him and they just 
carried him off. 

Interviewer: You were finally asked to leave the island, 

were you not? 

We were told, that if we, rather that I was not 
being departed but that it was a good idea to leave, and 
Monday, gather Tuesday morning at 1 o'clock some of their 
agents started driving us to the, driving me, that is they 
had taken^lBr ear li er to her home, and they were driving 
me to the Hilton Hotel. We had two car crashes en route. 
Interviewer: Well it’s obviously the isle of intrigue.

Interviewer: Now just what is the situation in Cuba? Let's 

start with FIDEL CASTRO. Is the man as sincere as he would 
have us believe? Is he pro -Communist? Just what is he? 

1 don't actually, to know what CASTRO is I would say 
is an impossibility. You can tell more by the results or 
effects of the programs that he puts in order and by the 
actions of the people who serve under him than by CASTRO. 
Whether he is honest or not I don't know. I do know this, 

I will have the % information for a story which will reveal 
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why an American was recently murdered in Havana who was 
in on a deal with CASTRO, I am told, I don't have proof 
of it yet, whereby Cuban peso notes in high denominations 
were cashed by CASTRO and by Cuban bankers whereby CASTRO'S 
profit on it was two million dollars and is deposited, 
the money is deposited in Switzerland by his sister who 
attends school there.

Government and against CASTRO. 

Interviewer: This in effect is a police state? 

It is, you have it right there. It is a police state 
and the people in Cuba, they jump and they immediately dash 
to do whatever they are told by these young hoods who are 
running around in the guise of Secret Police. 

Interviewer: How long can a government like this last in 

your opinion? 

How long did it last with HITLER and how long has it 
lasted with STALIN and KHRUSHCHEV. 

Interviewer: You make that analogy then? 

I do make it because that's what they're attempting W1C 
and I do not think that it should be permitted 90 miles from 
American coast. 

Interviewer: FIDEL CASTRO has often been called the professional 

revolutionist. What do you think of that? Do you agree 
with that?

"FIDEL CASTRO SAYS: 

"PR HAS THE RIGHT TO BE A FREE COUNTRY 


"San Juan - Trying to find the reasons which 
the United States might have had - If they had any - 
to allow planes to leave from its territory to attack 
Cuba, Dr. FIDEL CASTRO, Cuba's Prime Minister, re- 
ferred to Puerto Rico, by saying that Ht also 
had the right to hope to be one more country among 
the free countries of Latin America . . . * 


"FIDEL CASTRO's energetic statements were made 
in front of a gigantic crowd of more than a million Cubans 
last October 26, to protect against the above mentioned 
bombing in Cuba which caused 47 victims and the burn- 
ing of various buildings. This reference to Puerto 
Rico was received with thundering applauses from the 
crowd . 

"FIDEL CASTRO accused the United States 
authorities of negligence, Hn allowing, with their 
indifference', that 'traitors of the Cuban Revolution 1 
arm themselves in that country and that the planes which 
bombed Cuban territory leave from there. 
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'"How Is It possible’, FIDEL CASTRO asked, 

* that the authorities of such a powerful country with 
such valuable military and economic resources and a 
radar system which is said to be able to intercept 
even guided missiles confessed to the world that it 
is Incapable of preventing these ’flivver’ planes 
from leaving its territory to bomb a defenseless 
country like Cuba?’ 


"Asking himself the reason for the attack, 
FIDEL CASTRO made a reference In his speech to Puerto 
Rico’s issue by saying: ’Why do they attack us? Why 
’I’t .Planes leave from the united States to attack tie 
dictatorship? Why don't planes leave the 
Lted States to attack TRUJILLO? Of eourse, the 
Uhl ted States do not have to leave their country to 
attack here nor any other country; they do not have 
to go to Santo Domingo nor Nicaragua: because they 
do not have to go anywhere (applause). 





'"But what I ask myself is why they had to 
pick Cuba? Because there are Immigrants from all over 
the world In the United States, including many immi- 
grants from our neighbor country of Puerto Rico, which 
also has the right to hope to be one more country 
among the free countries of Latin America (Applause). 
And, however, in spite of the fact that there are a 
great deal of Immigrants from many countries, Cuba 
is the only country; Cuba is, by the way, the country 
to which planes with immigrants come to attack the 
population . ' 


Further on, the Cuban Prime Minister added: 
'Why? Why precisely Cuba? If there is any country 
which the united States should be careful with; If there 
is any country which the United States should have been 
preoccupied with so that these things would not have 
happened; that country was precisely Cuba; because 
Cuba just went through a two-year war in which its 


X 
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cities and suburbs were bombed with North American 
bombs, with North American planes, with North American 
jets, with North American ’nepalm' and thousands of 
citizens were murdered with North American arms. 

"Hie least we could have hoped for after we 
defeated the mercenary Army, after we liberated our 
country from the tyranny; the least we could have 
hoped for was that our country where North American 
bases are located would not continue to be bombed 1 . 


’ REASON FOR ATTACK 

"Referring to powerful foreign concerns which 
caused the attacks on Cuba, Dr. FH>EL CASTRO added: 
‘What notives could there be for Cuba to be attacked? 
What have we done for them; tojattaek us?' ‘This is 
what the people should ask themselves and this is 
wha t the people should think about in order to under- 
stand not only that event, but also to understand 
the connections with this event; in order to understand 
the problems without and the problems within; in order 
to understand the aggressions without and the betrayals 
within’ . 


"’Because the aggressions from foreign 
countries, as well as tresso% only have one explanation: 
the reason for the aggression and the treason is 
simply the revolution: the reason is that it is a 
matter of a revolutionary procedure which injures 
powerful concerns and the concerns which are affected 
by this Revolution refuse to aecept it quietly’ . 


»SWPPORT OF THE PEOPLE 

” Further on FIDEL CASTRO went on to analyze 
the work of the Government, pointing out the cause for 
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flmr foreign disgust: 

” ' I ask the people If they agree or not with 
the fact that we have established an absolutely honest 
administration which the history of our country had 
never seen. I ask the people if they agree or not 
that the Revolutionary Government has put an end to 
black market ... (Cheers) . I ask the people if they 
agree or not that the Revolutionary Government has 
put a stop to sinecures in public administx&lon (cheers).. 
I ask the people if they agree or not that the Revolu- 
tionary Government has wiped out gambling from the 
country ...( cheers ) . I ask the people if they agree 
or not that the Revolutionary Government has turned 
the Bureau of Investigations into a park and the 
Military city into a Study Center which the people 
need so much . . . ( cheers ) . I ask the people if they 
agree or not with the Government turning the Regi- 
ments into city schools . . . ( Cheers ) . I ask the people 
if they agree or not with the Government reviewing 
and annulling the concession which the Tyranny had 
made to the Telephone Company (cheers)... I ask the 
people if they agree or not with the Revolutionary 
Government decreasing electrical tarif fs ...( Cheers ) . 

I ask the people if they agree or not with the Revolu- 
tionary Government having decreased the price of 
medicine . . . ( Cheers ) ' . 

‘‘Further on, in the midst of thundering 
shouts of approval. Dr. FIDEL CASTRO referred to the 
measures taken by the Government concerning the crea- 
tion of 10,000 positions for teachers; the creation 
of a National Institute of Savings and Housing: 10,000 
new houses; a Social Security Bank; the establishment 
of labor unions; the decrease in rents and the 
Agrarian Reforms. 

"CHAN MEASURES 

“Further on, when he pointed out the enemies 
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of the regime, above all, the reactionary press of 
the Uhl ted States which accused some of his govern- 
ment officials of being Communists, FIDEL CASTRO sketched 
a nationalist and democratic theory, by saying: 



" *1 have shown that the measures taken are 
truly Cuban measures, benefiting Cubans and that it 
Is not Cuban concerns which oppose the Revolutionary 
laws (Applause). But I go further: who are the ones 

carrying on this Revolution? Who are the people who 
have spoken here? While I heard the Rebel Commandants

and other colleagues, I remembered those first days 
of the Revolution in the Sierra Maestra; I remembered 
those difficult days when only a small group maintained 
firm; I remember those cold and hungry days, without 
a raincoat to guard us from the rain; without an 
overcoat to endure the cold air of the mountains; with- 
out bullets in our rifles; pursued by a great number 
of soldiers; I remember those days when the Revolution 
could have been defeated because of our weak condition, 
because of our small number...'"

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS

stuffs. Among the items affected were baby hoods, washing machines,

As an example, the Hotel 
Havana Riviera, a plush establishment in the City of Havana 
owned completely by American capital (some hoodlum) , has a total 
staff of 650 with an average daily guest list of 80. Although 
the hotel is losing approximately $200,000 per month, no lay- 
offs are permitted by the Ministry of Labor. The Government

CUBAN ARMED FORCES 

Fthe Armed Forces, announced 

that there would be a drastic cut in the Cuban Army which, he

stated, consisted of approximately 38,000 men. He indicated this 
group would be reduced to a cohesive fighting unit of 15,000. 

When a chorus of protest was heard, he immediately amended his 
words to announce that those released from the Army would con- 
tinue on the Government payroll doing some sort of public work. 

After the first of January, 1959, a group of approxi- 
mately 1,500 Marines were trained and, according to the Naval 
Attache of the U. S. Embassy, these were by far the best disci- 
plined group in the Cuban armed forces. This group, however^ has 
now been disbanded and most of the members have been incorporated 
into the National Police. (Source - 

The Cuban Air Force has become almost an inoperative 
organization. The only trained technicians which this organization 
had were hold-overs from the Batista regime. This group were

and Almost all of them were dismissed from their positions. 
Consequently , With no trained technicians and also with a number 
of the airmen themselves having been either dismissed or having 
defected, the Cuban Air Force is in the hands of untrained per- 
sonnel.
